With  regard  to  the  outbreak  at  the  end  of  the  year,  it  is 
probable  that  some  infection  was  introduced  into  the  district  by  the 
many  visitors  to  the  town.  The  infection  was  of  a  very  mild  character, 
in  some  instances  a  slight  rash  being  the  only  symptom.  Consequently, 
missed  cases  were  attending  school,  with  the  result  that  the  infection 
spread.  The  County  School  Medical  Officers  carried  out  several 
inspections  of  the  school  children  and  swabbing  revealed  both  throat 
and  nasal  carriers.

Infestations  were  found  to  be  mostly  of  a  minor  character, 
and  in  the  majority  of  cases,  due  to  the  keeping  of  poultry  etc.  in 
back  gardens.  The  main  infestations  were  at  the  land  used  for 
controlled  tipping,  the  Admiralty  Fharf  and  slipway,  the  Railway 
Station  and  Goods  Yard,  and  Army  billets.  Extermination  work  was 
carried  out  satisfactorily  by  the  use  of  Red  Squill  and  Zinc  Phosphide 
and  also  Hydrogen  Cyanide  Gas.  The  sewers  a/ere  also  systematically 
treated .
